In consequence, I should 
Prefer that you send the coin back to me - there will be no 
difficulty in sending it to Athens incase no one purchases it. 


It will hardly be necessary for me to varn you regarding 
counterfeits in Athens and Constantinople. They are often 
Yery dangerous. 


If you go to sicily and visit Siracusa, you might inquire 
whether Prof. Orsi is there when you are. He speaks English, 
I think, and would eladly show you any courtesics possible — 
during your stay. There are ane or two coin dealers in this 
city, too. The guard at the Myseum will direct you to them 
if you ask him. eS J
